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SCHOOL YEAR FOR PUPILS AND TEACHERS, 1969-70 



In the fall of 1964, the Educational Re- 
search Service surveyed school systeins with 
enrollrnents of 12,000 or more concerning the 
length of school yeair for pupils and teachers. 
However, the brief questionnaire used in that 
survey did not ask respondents to specify the 
activities assigned to teachers on the addi- 
tional days beyond the regular school year for 
pupils — a matter about which ERS has recently 
received a number of inquiries. 

Thus, in January 1970, ERS again queried 
school systems concerning the length of school 
year for pupils and teachers, but this time 
asked that the extra duty days for teachers be 
identified as to specific purpose. The response 
to the questionnaire, mailed to all systems en- 
rolling 12,000 or more pupils and to smaller 
systems which subscribe to ERS, was as follows:

LENGTH OF PUPILS ' YEAR 

As can be seen from Table A, on page 2, the 
most frequently reported length of school year 
for pupils was 180 days (in 44.2 percent of the 
responding systems). This' was also true in the 
1964-65 survey, except that the percentage was 
only 35,5 percent of 355 responding systems. 
In. the 1964-65 survey, more pupils (33.5 per- 
cent) had 'a school year of less than 180 days 
than had a school year of 181 days or more 
(31,0 percent). In the current survey, however, 
almost an equal percentage attend school for 
longer than 180 days (28,0 percent) as attend 
for fewer days (27.8 percent). 



Two systems, one in Stratum 3 and one in 
Stratum 4, reported that elementary school pu- 
pils attend school for a fewer number of days 
than secondary students in the same system, but 
in each case the length of school year for ele- 
mentary and secondary teachers is the same. *ln 
the Stratum 3 system this is because elementary 
teachers have eight days for inservice training 
not provided secondary teachers. A parent- 
teacher conference day and a records day for 
elementary teachers account for the difference 
in the Stratum 4 systerr. 

LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR FOR TEACHERS 

Table B, on page 3, summarizes the data on 
the nutrber of days teachers were on duty in 
1969-70, To arrive atthe tabulations in this 
table, the figures rsported-in column 7 of the 
system-by-system table as paid holidays for 
teachers were subtracted from the. contract year 
for teachers(column 9). As in the earlier sur- 
vey, the length of school year for teachers was 
most frequently reported as 185 days (14.9 per- 
cent in 1964-65 and 20.5 percent in 1969-70). 
The 1964-65 study revealed more systems requir- 
ing a school year shorter than 185 days than re- 
quired a longer year. This 1969-70 survey shows 
the reverse more systems require a school year 
longer than 185 days than require a shorter year. 

As was mentioned above, Table B does not 
include paid holidays which are specified in 
teachers' contracts. The number of paid holi- 
days reported by 145 systems was as .follows:

TEACHER DUTY DAYS BEYOND SCHOOL 
YEAR FOR PUPILS 

Table C, on page 4, tabulates ,. by enroll- 
ment stratum, the number of duty days for which 



teachers are paid beyond the school year for pu- 
pils. As in Table B, the classification of sys- 
tems in categories was determined by subtracting 
the paid holidays' from the contract year. Also 
subtracted from the total contract days were the 
number of snow or emergency days reported in col- 
umn 8 of the system-by-system table, if such 
days, when not used for emergencies, are added 
to spring vacation rather tlian becoming' class- 
room days . 

The largest percentage of systems (17.9 per- 
cent) is tabulated in^'uhe' 5~clays categor>% which 
is consistent with tht 180-day school year for 
pupils sliown in Table i\ and the 185 -day school 
year for teachers in Table B. 

l.'utj^ days heforp._cr^d aftev f^ahool temi for 
vuvils . /\s can be seen from Table B, page 5, 
84.3 percent of the responding systems pay 
teachers for Trom one to 14 days on duty before 



the school year begins for pupils. These tabu- 
lations^ from columns 3 'and 4 of the system-bv- 
system table, do not include new teacher orien- 
tation days which are requilred in some systems. 

/vbout one-fourth of the systems liave al- 
lotted only one duty day before the pupils ar- 
rive and another 21.7 percent, two days. Only 
22.7 percent require teachers to put in more than 
three days on the job before the school year for 
pupils begins . ' 

By contrast, in 45.9 percent of the respond- 
ing systems teachers are not required to be on 
duty any days after the pupils' school year has 
ended, an d the majority of th o s e \v? i th r e q ui ire d 
duty days specify only one or two days . Tabu- 
lated under "None" in Table D are two systems 
which reported one day is set aside for prepar- 
ing report cards before the last day of school 
for pupils .

In suiranary, 52.3 percent of the responding 
systems have one or more days both before and 
after the pupils* school year; 32.2 pe,rcent re- 
quire pre-opening days only; 2.0 percent specify 
days after school closes only; and in 13.5 per- 
cent g>f the systems, the teachers' contracts do 
not call for any duty days before or after the 
term pupils must be in attendance. 

Paid days for yvofeejsional r:eetings' and 
ini3e rvi ae training , From Table E, page 6, 
(summarizing columns 5 and 6 of the system-by- 
system table), it can be seen that 46.1 percent 
of tlie systems have reserved one or more days 
(pupils dismissed) for professional meetings 
V7hich all teachers attend, and A1.8 percent 
have mandatory inservice training days for 



teachers,. It should be noted that five systems 
also reported that half-days are distributed 
throughout the school year for inservice train- 
ing or for professional meetings; two systems • 
allow days to be used for either inservice train- 
ing or professional meetings; and another two 
systems combine inservice training and parent- 
teaclier conferences on several days a year. 

It is f^lt tliat the figures in Table E may 
be somewhat misleading in viev; of the fact that 
some respondents apparently did not distinguish 
between inservice training days and professional 
meeting d^iys ; Actually, 32.2 percent of the re- 
sponding systems do not prjovide paid days for 
teachers to participate in either. of these. activ- 
ities . Days are set aside for both types of ac-

Pro- 
fessional meeting days, but no inservice days, 
were . reported by 26.0 percent, while 21.5 per- 
cent have inservice days but no .days earmarked 
for professional meetings. ' " 

Other paid duty dca^s included in teachers * • 
contvaats , Paid duty days for purposes other ^ 
than reported in columns 3-7 of the system-by- 
system table, are tabulated in column 8 of that 
table and explained in footnote aj. The most 
frequently mentioned activity assigned for- these 
days was record and report preparation between 
semesters (54 systems). Twenly-three systems 
set aside days for parent-teacher conferences 
and dismiss pupils from school on those days. 



Nine systems reported that sno^v^ or emergency 
days are included in the teachers' contracts 
each year, and roost systems add the unused days 
to. spring vacation or merely pay teachers for 
them.

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TEACHERS' OPINIONS ON LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR FOR PUPILS 

A nationwide opinion survey of a selected sample of public-school classroom teachers in the 

spring of 1968 asked respondents how long they thought the school year for pupils in elementary and 

secondary public schools ought to be. Elementary teachers were asked to recommend a length for 

elementary pupils and secondary teachers for secondary pupils. The responses were as follows-..

The mean number of days recommended for elementary pupils was 185, and for secondary pupils, 186 
The median for both was the same, 180 days. 

The results show that the majority of teachers favored the present general practice of a 180-day 
school year for pupils. Among the elementary teachers polled, 60 percent indicated that the length 
of school which they preferred was the same as the actual length of school year for pupils in their 
systems. Fifty percent of the secondary teachers recommended the length of school year for secondary 
pupils currently in practice. 

Of those teachers who favored a different length of school year than was the. practice in .their 

system, elementary teachers were about evenly divided between a longer and shorter school year. A 

larger proportion of secondary teachers, however, favored lengthening the school year, as shown below

Shorter 21,4 22.2 

Same as at present 59.6 49.9 

In view of the marked interest in an extended school year for pupils in recent years, it is 

notable that 14.0 percent of elementary teachers felt elementary pupils should have a school year of 

200 days or more; the percentage of secondary teachers recotrimending 200 days or more for secondary 

students was 17.5 percent. 
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TEACHERS' OPINIONS ON LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR FOR TEACHERS 

The 1970 Teacher Opinion Poll sent to a nationwide sampling of elementary and secondary public 
school classroom teachers asked teachers to indicate the school year they would personally prefer to 
teach--a regular 9- or 10-month school year with summer off at no pay, 12-month pro-fessional employ- 
ment with paid vacation as in other professions, or another arrangement. The 1,531 responses, dis- 
tributed according to men and women elementary and secondary teachers, were as follows:

As can be seen from the above table, nearly 70 percent of the respondents favored the traditional 
employment teroi of 9-10 months with summer off at no pay, unless, of course, a teacher chooses to 
teach summer school. The 12-month employment with paid vacation, as in other professions, was fa- 
vored by only 26.8 percent of respondents, although this* was true for a higher percentage of men 
(35.4 percent) than women (22.5%). .Among the other arrangements mentioned by 3.9 percent of the re- 
spondents were: 9-10 month school year with paid summer vacation; 9-10 month. scho'ol year with paid 
attendance at colleges and universities during the summer (sometimes an option in 12-month employment 
plans); the four-quarter plan, with employment optional for any one of the four quarters; and an 11- 
month contract year with only four teaching days a week.
